The object of govera meas ig not merely to curk 
aud resirain the selfish passions of men, to main- 
tain publie order and security against domestic 
Violence or foreign aggresmion; it is also to 
unite ius citizens in donde of mutual inierest 
and good will; to encourage co-operative, united 
éfforts in all directions of material aud moral im- 
provement. The Government, then, tu its various 
kunetigns, legislative, judicial, and execatire, 
should receive our fullest respect and alle- 
giance. Abd this not because it is a perfect or 
complete structure, not because it is the best 
that can be conceived, but simply becauge it is 
the best we hive. Let every institution be 
constantly submitted to the rectifying processes 
of the idea; let conscience and reason be the 
higher law to which the final appeal is made. 
Bat the institution that for the time and at the 
time best embodies the idea for us is entitled to 
our veneration and ad. Therefore, he who 
in his private Speech or throngh the public 
prints systematically, persistedtiy ridicules and 
abuses the State, who tries to bring it into con- 
tempt, and ail for his own selfish gratification—

THE LEGISLATIVE DISGRACE. 

The House of Representatives at Spring- 
field on Saturday last reached a climax in 
disorder. Almost since the first day after the 
election of Speaker the House has presented 
It could hard- 
ly have. been otherwise, Mr. Hans, of 
Lake, was, so far as long service in the House 
was concerned, an experienced member, but 
always an unpopular one. He was always at 


variance with everybody. His temper is an 


unfortunate one, and his speech, both in mat- 
ter and manner, is exasperating and bitter, 
and never relieved with the slightest intona- 
tion of dignity or of respect for his fellow- 
members. He made himself conspicuous on 
the floor,.and as offensive as conspicuous. 


To elect a person thus constituted, and whose 


experience had merely qualified him the better 
to insult, irritate, and excite the members, wa 
a mistake which no political party would 
have ever made. But a dozen or more In- 
dependents” in the House demanded the 
Speaker, and the Democrats by treaty con- 
sented to elect Hanes as an Independent, in 
consideration of other concessions to them. 
Mr, Hazses carried to the chair all his natu- 
ral asperities of manner, offensiveness of 
speech, bitter partisanship, and vindictive- 
ness of revenge, without acquiring the least 
dignity or respect for his office, or for him- 
self, or for any member of the House. 
Those who remember fhe men who 
have formerly held the office of 
Speaker of the [Illinois House of Rep- 
resentatives will be able to understand 
the wide difference between them and Mr. 
Han in all that peculiarly pertains to the 
office of Speaker. Among these we may re- 
call Tuomas J. Turwer, WAA M. Morn. 
son, Sam Bucxmastrr, Gen. A. C. Furie, 
Wut Sarre, of McLean, and Sumer M. 
Cuttom. Though these gentlemen served in 
high party times, they had no difficulty in 
maintaining the personal and official respect 
of the members of bot); parties, and in pre- 
serving ogler and peace and dignity. These 
men were accorded respect because they d 
served it. They did not abuse their place to 
insult members personally, nor collectively ; 
they had: a pleasant recognition of every 
member, and never greeted him with asneer, 
or a rebuke. They never deseended to 
have an exchange of bar-room ruffianism with 
members, and of course no such controver- 
sies were forced on them. But Mr. Hares 
has seemed to glory in such a life; he has 
never seemed to be comfortable in the chair, 
save when inviting iggults and then repelling 
them with other insults, and inviting black- 
guardism and violence by the use of both. 
The State is familiar with the daily scenes of 
disorder. 

On Saturday, however, the House exceeded 
even its own past record. The Speaker had 
one bill, an infamous one, in which he was 
interested, and which he wished to have 
passed. There was another bill—a good 
and most necessary one—which the Speaker 
was interested im defeating. To de- 
feat the one and pass the other the 
Speaker has used his office in a manner 
that has disgusted every man on the 
floor. On Saturday the Republicans offer ed, 
under the Constitution, to have entered on 
the record their solemn protest against the 


‘conduct of the Speaker, and against the 


course of the majority in sustaining him in 
numberless violations of right, of law, of 
decency and propriety. To this protest the 
Democrats made a howling opposition, and 
the Speaker became more insolent, offensive, 
and indecent than usual. All the noise and 
disorder of the session was eclipsed in the 
forenoon of Saturday. At last there was vio- 
lence. One member answered an insult by 
throwing a book and stfiking another, and 
the missile was returned. And while the tu- 
mult was at its height, the Speaker was lead- 
ing in the efforts to complicate and prevent 
the resumption of business or the restora- 
tion of order. Finally, the Speaker, assum- 


and debts due by the companies. His opin- 
ion was not filed at the time, but it is now 
made public. 

The Court points out the substantial differ- 
ence, which the Legislature has refused to 
recognize, between the capital stock of a 
company, and its shares of capital stock. 
The capital stock of a corporation is held and 
owned in shares by individuals; these shares 
are not owned by the company, and are in no 
sense its property. The company can hardly 
be taxed fairly and honestly for property it 
does not own, and over which it cannot ex- 
ercise any control. The franchise may be a 
thing of value, and may be taxed, but the 
Judge inclines to the opinion that a franchise 
does not fall within that description of prop- 
erty which the Constitution deolhres shall be 
taxed on valuation; it belongs to the other 
classification of objects for taxation. 

The Court examines the rule adopted by 
the State Board for the equalization of taxes, 
by which the aggregate of the debts due by 
the corporation are added to the supposed 
value of the capital stock, and their joint ex- 
cess over the assessed value of the tangible 
property made the taxable value of the cap- 
ital stock. He refers to the fact that in many 
instances the capital stock is utterly value- 
less; that the debts exceed the value of all 
the assets of the company; and yet the com- 
pany is taxed upon what it owes as upon 
property in actual possession. He declares it 
to be incomprehensible how the debts of a 
corporation can be added to anything it pos- 
sesses so as to increase the taxable proporty 
of the corporation. 

The Court also criticises the law which 
finds property of a corporation located in one 
county, and distributes the taxation thereon 
through one or more other counties, and 
considers it irrecoggilable qvith the State 
Constitution. 

The Court imposes the injunctions reluct- 
antly, because it is compelled to differ from 
the Supreme Court of the State upon these 
questions. But regard for justice requires 
that the collection be stayed until the ques- 
tion is finally decided by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 


GENUINE TEMPERANCE REFORM. 

The good work laid out by the Chicago 
Reform Club, composed of reformed drink- 
ers, is brought up again by the quarterly re- 
port of the Committee intrusted with the or- 
ganization of the auxiliary clubs. It Will be 
remembered that their plan included the 
establishment of attractive club-rooms, where 
refreshments without drink of any kind ex- 
cept water should be furnished at moderate 
prices, along with facilities for reading and 
writing, billiards, and other amusements in- 
nocent and harmless in themselves, but too 
often accompanied by dissipation. The Club 
have not yet the means to carry out the full 
measure of their plans, but during the few 
weeks they have been organized the Com- 
mittee have succeeded beyond expectation in 
gathering men and women into the work. 
Four auxiliary clubs have been organized, 
with an aggregate membership of several 
hundred; and the opinion is confi- 
dently expressed that there will be 
twenty of these clubs before the expiration 
of the first year. In order to further the in- 
terests of the Society, the Committee recom- 
mend the formation of a central association 
for the general supervision and control of the 
auxiliary clubs, so as to preserve a ynity of 
organization and purpose. They have the 
co-operation of the Chicago Temperance 
Alliance, which has undertaken to secure a 
change in the pay-day of employes, from 
Saturday to Monday or Tuesday; the Ali. 
ance could not assume amore important or 
beneficial part of the general plan, and, if 
they succeed, they will have contributed 
largely to the good work. 

The Committee reiterate in their report 
their want of confidence in the efficacy of 
prohibitory legislation as a means of reform- 
ing drunkards, their disapproval of secret 
societies for reformatory purposes, their de- 
termination not to attempt a revival of the 
crusading, and, finally, their pledge not to 
interfere with questions of religion or 
politics. All of these decisions are 
wise, but that with regard to politics is abso- 
lutely necessary to the realization of the proj- 
ect which the Society has conceived. 80

CO-OPERATION IN RAILROAD SERVICE. 

Apam Surru laid down the principle that 
joint-stock companies could succeed only in 
business susceptible of reduction to fixed 
rules. The reason he gave for this was that 
such companies must, in the nature of things, 
be always managed by hirelings, and hired 
labor cannot compare, in energy, economy, 
and fidelity, with labor werking for itself ; 
just as the bought labor of slaves cannot 
compare with the hired labor of freedom. 
When, however, hirelings work by strict rule, 
they are liable to be detected in their sins of 
omission. The fear of this checks their lazi- 
ness, wastefulness, and shiftlessness. The 


most illustrious disciple of Surrn, J. 8. MA., 


believes in the possibility of a far greater 
extension of the joint-stock principle (which, 
indeed, has been proved by the experience of 
the century which has elapsed since 
the publication of the Wealth of 
Nations”), but recognizes the full force 
of’ his argument in regard to the 
disadvantages of hired labor. The hireling’s 
object is, and always will be, to get the most 
money for the least work. He does just woll 
enough not to be discharged. Every occupa- 
tion suffers from this cause. The more 
employes, the more waste, bad faith, sloth. 
A railroad company employs a very great 
number of men, who have charge of a vast 
amount of costly machinery, much of which 
is constantly liable to breakage and injury. 
Thi; machinery is used for the transport of 
millions of dollars’ worth of property, which 
is exposed to all sorts of risks; and for injury 
to which the company is liable. The trains 
carry a precious freight of human life, too, 
and juries have a habit of bringing in heavy 
verdicts when widows and orphans sue a rail- 
road, A great railway consumes thousands 
of tons of coal and iron, year after year, and 
much of this consumption is sheer waste. It 
is evident that such a complex business, 
requiring so many materials and so many 
men, and responsible for such enormous 
amounts of property and numbers of lives, 
must be a great loser by the aggregate waste, 
sloth, and bad faith of its myriad employes, 

A Quincy, Ill., correspondent of the Nai. 
road Gazette suggests a remedy for this loss. 
It is to give all the employes a share in the 
earnings. Let labor get a dividend, as well 
as capital. He shows, withont difficulty, that 
such an arrangement would make the men do 
their best. Indeed, nobody who knows of 
the marvelous results of the industrial part- 
nerships of England will deny this. He then 
adduces a curious practical proof of his theory, 
drawn from the experience of some L[linois 
roads; We quote this exceedingly interest- 
ing passage: 

For the past few months it has become quite com- 
mon for railroads to go into the lands of a Receiver, 
the back-pay due employes being paid in monthly in- 
stallmenta, according to the financial success of the 
road during the previous month. In some cases em- 
ployes have noticed thet the business of the road had 
much to do with the amount of back-pay received, and 
argue thas: as they feel compelle i jo remain in the 
service of the road until they receive all their back- 
pay, and as the amount received per month is greater 
or lees according to the financial prosperity of the 
road, the more business they can draw to the road, 
and the more that is saved from the usual working ex- 
1 the larger per cent will they re- 

ve.

And, indeed, whatever rights the 
great English land-owuers may have to parts 
of their estates, tere can be slight doubt that 
the inclosure of commons has stolen mill- 
ions of acres from the common people. A 
Parliament of land-owners passed laws which 
practically divided up all the land still held 
by the people among the monopolists. Then 
every titled thief fenced in the commons ad- 
joining his estate,—commons dedicated by 
immemorial usage to the general good, drove 
off any families found upon them, and rented 
to the people their own land. No Ring in 
American politics has ever carried through 
such a successful scheme of plunder. When 
the people waked to the outrage, no Ameri- 
ean Ring has ever shown 80 little shame in 
holding on to plunder. It is this inclosure 
of commons which is the most telling article 
in the indictment against the land-monopo- 
lists. It cannot be met. Prescription cannot 
be relied upon, for a term of years will not 
run against a whole people robbed of its 
rights. The people are now alive to the 
wrong that has been done them. The meet- 
ing at Hyde Park was simply a proof of the 
strength of this feeling of wrong. It was a 
warning from the proletariat to the peerage. .

THE LONDON STOCK EXOHANGE.

The bill securing the rights of foreign cor- 
porations, commonly known at Spsingfield 
this winter as the Brapwetxz bill, passed the 
Senate last Friday, and has been approved by 
the Governor, This bill gives corporations 
formed under thé laws of other States and 
countries, who may wish to lead their money 
in this State, the same right to make loans, 
enforce their securities, and bid in property 
on foreclosure, as if organized under the laws 
of the State of Illinois; The bill is one of 
the most important of the session, and in the 
line of the long-established policy of this State 
to invite and protect foreign capital: ‘We 
are a commanity of borrowers, and are likely 
to be so for years yet. There is not a busi- 
ness man of any prominence in the State 
who would not have given the bill his hearty 
support.

WADHAMS VS. FLAGLOR. 

REHEARING GRANTED BY THE SUPREME COURT. 

A few weeks ago we published the report of 
an opinion by the Supreme Court in the great 
law case of Flaglor vs. Wadhams and others, in- 
volving a large amount of proverty and many 
law points of a somewhat uncommon character.
